NORWAY OPENS PACT TALKS | 


WITH U.S. DESPITE RUSSIA 


Foreign Minister Lange Confers With Secre- 
tary Acheson on Whether to Join 


Atlantic Alliance. 


By JOHN SCALI 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP) — 
Norwegian Foreign Minister Hal- 
vard M. Lange turned to the State 
Department today for the United 
States side of the issue: Should 
he back the Russian or the Amer- 
ican plan for guarding his coun- 
try against aggression? 

Lange, Ambassador Wilhelm 
Munthe de Morgenstierne and Os- 
car Torp, head of the Norwegian 
Labor party, met for 30 minutes 
with Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, It was the first of-a 
series of talks in which Acheson 
was expected to urge the Norwe- 
gians, in effect, to line up with 
the United States, Canada and 
Western Europe in a firm North 
Atlantic alliance, 

Lange afterward told reporters 
the talk was a “preliminary” dis- 
cussion. ,He said, “We hope to 
turn to the specific problems in- 
volved later this week.” He de- 


clined to say what the specific 
problems were. 

Lange arrived here yesterday 
amid mounting concern in his 
country over a sudden offer by 
Russia to conclude a non-aggres- 
sion pact with the Norwegian gov- 
ernment, 

Acheson and the American gov- 
ernment were reported ready to 
assure Lange that no bases will 
be required on Norwegian soil if 
Norway decides to join the North 
Atlantic defense arrangement. 
Russia’s apparent unwillingness to 
accept Norway's assurance that it 
does not contemplate offering 
such bases has stirred anxiety in 
Norwegian government circles. 

American Government officials 
labeled Russia’s offer of a non- 
‘aggression pact a none-too-subtle 
effort by Moscow to frighten the 
Norwegians into staying out of 
the North Atlantic alliance.

Seven hours later he was released 
on $500 bond pending appeal. Fish- 
er appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court after the Texas 
Supreme Court upheld Judge 
Adams. 

To Reconsider Decision. 

In another action, the Supreme 
Court agreed to reconsider a 4-to-4 
decision which upheld the convic- 
tion of a former State Department 
employe on charges of making 
false statements about Communist 
party activities, 

The court’s tie vote was an- 
nounced Dec. 20. As a result, 
Carl Aldo Marzani faced a sen- 
tence of one to three years in 
prison.

PRODUCTS FIR 


Blaze at Duncan Avenue 
Plant Endangers Other 
Buildings—Many Spec- 
tators. 


Fire swept through the two 
buildings of the Klein Manufac- 
turing Co., metal products firm at 
4367-75 Duncan avenue, early es 
terday causing loss estimated 
— at more than $135,000. 

The spectacular blaze endan- 
gered other buildings in the area 
and attracted a large crowd of 
spectators. Starting on the sec- 
ond floor of a two-story section 
of the plant, the fire gained con- 
siderable headway before it Was 
discovered by a passerby at 12:40 
am. The first firemen on the 
scene, from nearby Engine Co. 

18, sent in four succeeding 
alarms as the flames spread 
across a covered passageway. to 
a three-story building of the plant. 

Fifteen pumpers, five hook-and- 
ladder companies and miscellan- 
eous apparatus responded to the 
five alarms. Policemen from seven 
districts converged on the area as 
late Saturday night crowds ga- 
thered to watch the fire fighters. 
Flames burst through the roofs 
of the two buildings, leaping 40 to 
50 feet above the cornice lines, and 
dense smoke swirled upward from 
blazing oil in the plant. Oil sup- 
plies, used in steel tempering pro- 
cesses, fed the flames as oil drums 
burst with muffled explosions. 
Fire Chief Frank H. Egenriether 
and battalion chiefs directed the 
fight, Firemen climbed to the 
roofs of adjoining buildings and 
turned high pressure hose streams 
on the blaze. Other hose streams 
were operated from the street and 
alley and from an aerial ladder. 
Wind-carried sparks endangered 
other plants in the industrial area 
and small groups of firemen were 
detached from the main fight to 
extinguish sparks on the premises 
of other plants. 

Roofs and floors of the two 
Klein buildings collapsed and a 
section of wall fell outward against 
the adjoining Stange Manufactur- 
ing Co., at 4377 Duncan. Windows 
in the Baldor Electric Co. plant, 
4353 Duncan,.were cracked by the 
heat. Ice formed in the street 
from the hose lines, making foot- 
ing hazardous for the fire fighters. 
There were no injuries, however. 
Forty policemen at the scene 
kept spectators at safe distances, 
chasing several hundred from lum- 
ber piles in a neighboring lumber 
yard, Traffic, normally very light 
in the industrial district at night, 
was halted in Duncan avenue and 
intersecting streets. No public 
transportation was affected. 

The origin of the fire was not 
learned, Chief Egenriether placed 
the loss to the Klein firm at 
$75,000 to machinery and supplies 
and $60,000 to the two buildings. 
Damage at the Baldor firm was 
placed at $300 and at the Stange 
Co., $100. The first report to po- 
lice, that the fire was in the 
Baldor plant, was erroneous, 
Henry Klein, 6529 Delor street, is 
president of the Klein Manufac- 
turing Co.

“Vilifying news stories have 
been broadcast from the capitals 
where the enemies of civilization 
have dominated, portraying the 
valiant Cardinal as a political 
agent of a foreign power, intent 
on stirring up rebellion among his 
fellow citizens. 


“Such tales, to those who have 
even a meager knowledge 6f in- 
ternational events of postwar 
years, have been branded as a 
sickening sham by one of our own 
high. government officials, in- 
tended only to cover up another 
nefarious plot to blot out the con- 
stant enemy of Communistic 
tyranny, the Catholic Church.

“If the consolidations recom- 
mended by the committee in this 
report are not carried into action 
and if the present competition 
among federal resource agencies 
continues, it will be necessary to 
establish regional authorities.” 

The report is a confidential 
document prepared by the com- 
mittee for the Commission on the 
Organization of the Executive 
Branch, headed by former, Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover. The com- 
mission may or may not accept 
the task force recommendations 
in its forthcoming report to Con- 
gress, and, of course, Congress 
may not approve the commis- 
sion’s recommendations. 

Committee’s Proposal. 

The task force report, a copy of 
which. has been obtained by the 
Post-Dispatch, recommends the 
abolition of the Department of In- 
terior and the combining of the 
river development functions of the 
Army Engineers and the functions 
of the Bureau of Reclamation in a 
new agency to be known as the 
Water Development Service.

Taft-Hartley’s “False Teeth”. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial etitled “Labor Bill's 
Gravest Flaw,” and Senator Aiken's 
“false teeth” aphorism on which it is 
based, struck me because it has ap- 


peared to me that the teeth with which 


the Taft-Hartley law is equipped also 
are of the false variety. 

You and Senator Aiken seem to think 
that nothing short of a court injunction 
directed at John L. Lewis will prevent 
a strike of coal miners, and you cite the 
experience in Judge Goldsborough’s 
court and the President’s action in the 
railroad men’s strike in 1946. , 


But you and the Senator and the pub- - 


lic at large seem to overlook the su- 
perficial character of the national se- 
curity against strikes provided by the 
anti-strike provisions of the present 
statutes. 

The weakness of the present law, the 
“falgeness” of its teeth, lie in two facts. 
First, that the “cooling-off period” is 
only that and is not a permanent guar- 
antee that the men will continue at 
work, and that the injunction issuable by 
a federal judge is only a temporary in- 
junction. Second, that the men are not 
compelled to work upon ‘the order of 
their union officials and upon perceiv- 
ing this lack of compulsion, they may

‘sissippi Valley Association opens its meetings in 


St. Louis. This association, whose thinking on 
Missouri Valley development is a generation or 
so behind the times, favors the Pick-Sloan plan. 
Typical of its leadership is Congressman Will 
Whittington, who says he is opposed to any 
change in Government policy which would take 
control of river development from the Army En- 
gineers. Whittington is against an MVA, and 
he is also opposed to that kind of supervision 
of the Columbia, Arkansas and White Rivers. 


Mr. Hoover’s task force also opposes valley 
administrations modeled after TVA. Instead, it 
would abolish the Interior Department and 
would consolidate the functions of the Army En- 
gineers and the Reclamation Bureau in a Water- 
way Development Service, to be placed in a new 
Department of Natural Resources. This is a 
wholly new idea, requiring an extensive govern- 
mental shakeup. The main thing just now is to 
show that the Pick-Sloan plan is unworkable and 
the task force does this in a convincing way. 

Its analysis of the plan reveals that it contains 
many projects which previously had been sub- 
ject to devastating criticism either by the Army 
Engineers (Pick) or the Reclamation Bureau 
(Sloan). Much duplication exists but, says the 
task force, this duplication is probably less cost- 
ly than the hurried. planning which inter-agency 
competition inevitably produces. Estimating the 
total cost of the Pick-Sloan plan at 614 billions, 
the task force asserts that nobody knows. wheth- 
er the basin contains water enough for naviga- 
tion, irrigation and power development. The 
report concludes that “it is nothing short of 
calamity that there should be grave uncertain- 
ties on this score at this late date.”

HELEN PHILLIPS SHOWS 
QUALITY AS SINGER 


St. Louis-Born Soprano Gets 
Fervent Applause at Wed- 
nesday Club Recital.

Helen Phillipe, the St. Louis- 
born Negro soprano who has been 
completing her studies in New 
York, gave a song recital yester- 
day afternoon in the Wednesday 
Club, under auspices of the Artist 
Presentation Committee. Her per- 
formance confirmed all the prom- 
ise of her previous appearances 
here. In most of her songs she 
produced a tone that had both a 
surface brightness and a sufficient 
depth to give it body; the timbre 
of her voice, its power and its 
adaptability to an agile usage 
made it evident that she has the 
scope of a lyric and a dramatic 
soprano. 

At the moment, she needs a 
little more work with the instru- 
ment itself to get a better place- 
ment and better control of her 
highest tones. But interpretively 
she is already in an upper bracket. 
Emotional concentration, ppetic 
gensitivity and intelligent control 
were the commanding elements of 
her singing yesterday once her 
voice had warmed up. 

Her real quality as a singer and 
artist became fully apparent in 
her second gropp, composed of 
four songs by Gustav Mahler. That 
composer’s strange combination of 
naive joyousness and melancholy 
was projected with a touching fi- 
delity. Even as pure sound they 
were immensely satisfying; as 
sound and sense they became a 
communication of the highest in- 
tensity and significance. 

Miss Phillips was dramatically 
vivid in the aria “Pace, Pace” 
from Verdi’s “La Forza del Des- 
tino,” and in the three songs by 
Griffes, Holst and Eork which fol- 
lowed, she again gave fresh and 
rounded interpretations. 

In the concluding group of Ne- 
gro spirituals she illuminated the 
inwardness of these texts with a 
completeness rarely heard even 
among the experienced artists of 
her own race. 

It was something of a risk to 
deliver them with as much finish 
of modeling and stress as she 
undertook. But she lifted them to 
the level of art songs without com- 
promising any part of their native 
charm and dignity. 

An unusually large audience 
heard the recital, and by its fer- 
vent applause induced Miss Phil- 
lips_to sing several encores. John 
Kessler, the St. Louis pianist and 
composer, assisted Miss Phillips as 
accompanist.

his trip to Casablanca in time 

to meet Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek, who visited us in February 
43 and again in April. 

February 17 Mrs. Roosevelt 
gave me a ticket to hear Madame 
Chiang talk in the Senate, and 1 
went to hear her, and must say I 
was impressed. Her plea was for 
China, and she sweft us all off 
our feet speaking of freedom and 
democracy, and using some words 
I'd never heard before. She stayed 
10 days, but I never saw her close. 

wasn’t democratic like Queen 
Elizabeth and Mrs. Churchill. 

All the while she talked before 
the houses Td been thinking of 
the sheets. She wasn’t well, and 
spent a lot of time in bed, and 
every time she got out, even for a 
short time, both sheets, the two 
pillow slips, and the blanket

and lace edges, had to be changed 
fresh. Even the sheets were silk, 
and she’d brought them with her. 
The fresh spread had to be sewn 
back on, so no touch of blanket 
could harm g, as it 
seemed she was allergic to wool.

We'd been raised in the same 
faith about guests—when they are 
in the house, they dominate. All 
guests are honored guests. That 
was the rule in my home, and 
she had been reared by it, too. So 
we never mentioned things. 

The President would argue with 
a guest, but in such a cute way, 
both sides would be laughing. All

high spirits—they each had an 
opinion and wanted ‘to voice it. 
Silk spreads were on all the 
White House beds except the 
President’s. He used seersucker, 
because he liked his books and 
papers with his breakfast, and the 
children climbed up, and Fala. 
Two nurses sat on duty in the 
room next to Madame Chiang’s, 
night and day, and I set Maggie 
to wait on the nurses. We did 
all we could to make her stay 
——— and I think it was, 
for Madame Chiang seemed to en- 
joy her meals, all light foods. 
To return to 1942—The items 
in my White House diary short- 
ened after Pearl Harbor. 


Too much was going on. Too, 


fast. Too important to write 
about. “Hush-hush,” “Confiden- 
tial,” V. I. P.“ are written across 
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MADAME CHIANG WITH MRS. ROOSEVELT o THE WHITE HOUSE 


lots of pages. “Mr. B in Rose.” 
“So and so’s Secret Mission.” No 
explanation. Just a list, a menu 
for an important — or food - 
stuffs to go overseas. 

Looking them over, I remember 
Winston Churchill being one of 
the V.I.P.’s (very important per- 
sonages), and Mr. B.“ was Molo- 
tov, who came from Russia soon 
after Pear] Harbor, and stayed in 
the Rose Suite under the name 
of Mr. Brown. 

I never did catch a glimpse of 
Mr. Molotov, because we were 
shooed into our offices when he 
came through the corridor, and I 
didn’: see Lord Beaverbrook 
either, though he was in and out 
a lot. I wasn’t supposed to peek, 
and besides, I was too busy. But 
Churchill was not one to hide his 
light under a bushel, and we 
always knew when he was a guest 
in the White House.

IGHT after Pearl Harbor, Mrs. 

Roosevelt took a plane to the 

West Coast to get her part of 
the defense organized there, and 
we coanceled all affairs, so the 
White House was virtually blacked 
out and closed. This gave me a 
chance to finish the Christmas 
baking in peace, and I made Leb- 
kuchen, Springerle, and the last 
of the fruitcakes. It would be a 
queer Christmas, with raid shel- 
ters being dug in the White 
House lawn, to spirit the Presi- 
dent off in case of attack, and 
the Treasury Department had 
ordered our blackout curtains, 
and when I could get only one 
roll of black sateen, they went to 
the trouble of commandeering 
more, so I finally got every win- 
dow in the White House either 
painted black or covered with 
black sateen. We all carried little 
dimmed-out flashlights and get- 
ting around nights in Washington 
became a problem,

streets were blocked off and 
bristled with soldiers, police, and 
Secret Service men. 

The talk was ugly. “Strange 
planes off Florida. Subs off New 
Jersey. Santa Barbara shelled by 
Jap submarine.” 

The big house at 1600 Pennsyl- 
vania avenue had become the war 
headquarters of the United Na- 
tions. 


To get back to Mr. Churchill. 
The ushers were on duty 24 hours 
a day while he was there, and I 
never knew how many for meals. 
He and the President were always 
together, and they’d have in the 
Army and Navy and State Depart- 
ment heads, and other high of- 
ficials, and there was organizing 
and ‘plotting and planning going 
on all ever the place. Once there 
was a big conference on in the 
Cabinet room, and Mrs. Roosevelt 
asked them all to stay for lunch, 
and there they were, all 68, on very 
short notice. In your own home 
you can open up a package of 
spaghetti and make out, but not 
in the White House. I was trying 
to buy close and not get extras 
in, but that wasn’t easy, with the 
English around, 

Even Mr. Churchill looked poor- 
colored and hungry, though he was 
heavy-set and, one could tell, had 
enjoyed good living. But they had 
pared to the bone over there, hold- 
ing Hitler at bay, so I tried to 
feed them up while we had the 
chance. Every time the Churchill 
group came, it seemed we couldn’t 
Once we 
cooked for guests who didn’t come, 
and offered it to some of the Eng- 
lishmen who had just risen from 
the table, and they sat right down 
and ate the whole meal through, 
straight over again. 

I was surprised, when I first 
saw. Mr. Churchill, to find him 
smaller than Td expected. The 
camera was misleading in his case, 
as in so many others.
